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Ivan E. Allen, president of the South- 
eastern Fair association; R. M. Striplin, 
manager: Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, head 
of the woman’s department of the fair, 
and those who contributed so very lib- 
erally of their time and efforts to 
make the first annual fair the suc- 
ceas which it was, were the guests of 
the stockholders of the fair associa- 
tion at a banquet at the Piedmont ho- 
tel last night, which banquet exem- 
plified in splendid manner the deep ap- 
preciation which the stockholders and 
the citizens of Atlanta feel for the 
work which these leaders ef the asso- 
clation performed. 

A success the fair was from every 
viewpoint, as was shown by the report 
of Presigent Allen. 

Although the auditor’s report upon 
the fair has not yet been fully com- 
pleted, President Allen was able to 
ghow last night that the fair in this, 
ite first year, made a net profit of 
$20,000. 

The total attendance which was of- 
ficlally made public by Mr. Allen at 
the banquet, amounted to 166,634 peo- 
ple. 


. Permanent Improvements. 

Mr. Allen showed that while the ac- 
tive work on the fair started only about 
@ year and ‘a half ago, the fair has 
already meant.for Atlanta the expendi- 
ture of some $661,000 in permanent im- 
provements, consisting in buildings, 
barns, the race track, fences, amuse-~ 
ments, the grandstand, roadways lead- 
ing to the fair grounds, street car 
service improvements, the Pryor street 


underpass and other similar improve-{

Mr, ‘Allen showed that-the approxi- 
“mately $20,000 profit made by the 
fair this year was in the faee of a 
number of “drawbacks,” or features 
which were eliminated for the sake of 
placing the fair upon the highest pos- 
sible plane. Figures given out by Mr. 
Allen showed that these “drawbacks” 
amounted to approximately $40,000. 
The total amount received from all 
Sources during the year was $114,- 
484.54. The fair’s bu@get was based 
on approximately $90,000. 

The banguet was primarily in honor 
of President Allen, through whose un- 
tiring and faithful efforts the fair 
was brought to so successful a culmi- 
mation in ita first year. A score of 
speakers told eloquently of the won- 
derful work which Mr. Allen had done 
and expressed to him the esteem and 
appreciation which not only the fair 
association, but the city of Atlanta 
felt for him and his achievement. 

Mr. Allen was repeatedly urged to 
succeed himself next year as presi- 
dent of the association, although he 
has stated that he would not consent 
to be president again. 

Hastings for President.

Paxon, toastmaster at the banquet, 
comes true—and its prediction is ap- 
parently authentic—Mr. Allen will most 
likely be succeeded as president of the 
association by Harry G. Hastings.

E. Davis, indicted in Cobb, 
Cherokee and various other Georgia 
counties for alleged land swindles com- 
prising thousands of acres in many 
parts of the northwestern section of 
the state, has been arrested in Butte, 
Montana, according to a telegram re- 
ceived here today by Solicitor Herbert 
Clay, who first uncovered the bold 
schemes of the. land grabbers. Davis 
Was arrested by Sheriff Charles E. 
Henderson, who recognized him from 
a photograph forwarded by the Cobb 
sheriff, W. E. Swanson. Sheriff Swan- 
sen will apply for requisition papers 
Saturday morning and start after his 
man as soon as he secures the neces- 
sary authority. 

It is reported that Davis, using the 
alias of W. F. Kelly, was at the time

news print paper prices, the federa' 
trade commission declares that during 
the first half ot this year, when prices 
already were soaring to unprecedent- 
ed figures, the average cost of pro- 
ducing news’ print paper in domestic 
mills was less than ¢1.65 per hundred 
pounds, or below the average cost in 
the past three years. 

The commission announces tiat be- 
fore issuing its report public hearings 
will be conducted ang manufacturers, 
later Night Chief’ publishers and others interested given 
to."Sienal an opportunity to appear. No date is 
: “hiue YP set for the hearings, but the zeport is 
said to be ready to send to the press 
in the near future. 

Certain facts developed by the in- 
quiry are made public now, because 
most of the publishers’ contracts for 
paper are about to expire. Contract 
prices rose this year from less than 

2 per hundred to $3 and $3.50, and on 
current market purchases the publiish- 
ers have paid $7 or more for paper 
bought in the same way prior to Jan- 
uary 1 for between $2 and $3. 
Text of the Statement, 

The statement follows: 

“The investigation of the advance 
in prices of news print paper which 
was undertaken by the federal trade 
commission by direction of the senaté 
has been practically completed ana 
the report will be ready to send to 
press in the near future. Considering 
the large mass of data involved, the 
work has been done in an unusually 
short time. : 

“This is about the time when nego- 
tiations for the renewal of a large 
number of contracts between newspa- 
per publishers and_ news print paper 
manufacturers usually take place, The 
commission has, therefore, decideqd to 
make public immediately certain run- 
damental facts which have heen estab- 
lished by the investigation. Some of 
the facts stated here have been ascer- 
tained through computations which 
-haye just been completed. No con- 
clusions are dratwn from these facts in 
this statement, such matters being re- 
served for the official report. Before 
the report is issued the. news. print 
manufacturers, newspaper publishers 
and other parties interest«d wiil be 
given opportunity to appear before 
the cemmission at-a publie- hearing. 

“The price advance in news print 
paper which occasioned this investiga- 
tion began early in 1916, and Bas con- 
tinued down to the present. Most 
news print paper, probably about 90 
per cent, is sold on contact for pe- 
riods of a year or more. Before the 
price advance began, contract prices 
for news print paper were generally 
less than $2 per hundred pounds, f oO. 
b. mill. During the first half of 1916 
contract prices for large quantities in 
some instances went as high as $3.50. 
Most of the contracts now in operation 
will expire within three er four 
months. 

Very Much Higher Prices. 

“On current market purchases news- 
paper publishers have been © payin® 
manufacturers and jobbers very much 
higher prices. Before January 1, 1916, 
current market prices ranged generally. 
between $2 and $3 per hundred pounds. 
delivered, depending on quantity, 
freight and other circumstance but 
since that time they have gone up as 
high as $6 or $7 per hundred pounds 
for a considerable volume of business, 
and even higher in exceptional in- 
stances. 

“The average price received by do- 
mestic manufacturers of news print 
paper did not advance in anything like 
the degree that current markef prices 
advanced, because most of the paper 
was sold under contracts previeusly 
made. On the average, the actual net 
receipts of domestic manufacturers for 
news print paper were less tham $2 per 
hundred pounds during the first half 
of 1916. 

“The average cost of manufature of 
news print paper in domestic mills was 
less than $33 per ton, or $1.65 per hun- 
dred pounds, during the first half of 
1916 as shown both by the manufac- 
turers’ own cost sheets and by the costs 
as reviewed by the accountants of the 
commission. Furthermore, these aver- 
age costs were slightly lower than the 
average cost in any year from 1913 
to 1915. 

“Though the average cost declined in 
the first half of 1916,‘the market prices 
of some of the materials of manufac- 
ture advanced and were unusually high. 

No Extra Cost te Manufacturers. 
‘It should be noted that the most 
important materials which advanced in 
price, sulphite ‘and groundwood, were 
produced by most of the paper manu- 
facturers without an Increase In cost, 
and not bought at market prices, while 
some other manufacturers were pro- 
tected against the increase in prices by

We have heart-rending reports from 
one camp on the Murom railroad, where 
in a small shed with room for fifty 
persons, 150 to 200 war prisoners were 
housed half naked and forced to do 
heavy labor. In consequence of this 
barbarous treatment some have died 
and others declared that they were 
unable to stay in the same houses 
with the corpses, but the commander 
declined to bury the dead.”

RUMANIANS DRIVE 
TEUTONIC TROOPS 
ACROSS THE BORDER 


Bucharest, November 38.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The war office announced today 
that in the fighting along the Hun- 
garian-Rumanian frontier the Ru- 
manian forces had driven the Aus- 
trians and Germans across the border 
at Table Butzi. The Rumanians made 
an attack in Buzeu valley, occupying 
Mount Siriul and Taturumio. 

The statement follows: 

“Northern and northwestern fronts: 
The frontier to the west of Moldavia 
is unchanged. We attacked in the 
Buzeu valley and occupied Mount Si- 
riul and Taturumio.

and I have no other religion. : 


With that love of country there is the 
fanaticism for which the world war is re- 
sponsible—the religion upon the lines of 
which it seems the war is to be fought to 
the finish. 

It ts finely patriotic, and the mercy of it 
all is that, while it is due to the home-re- 
ligion of the people, it has not so far blindly 
absorbed it as to keep God out of the lives 
of those the war has desolated—those who 
have given all.

Kncouraging to every advocate of good 
roads must be the communication of H. H. 
Dean, prominent attorney of Gainesville, 
published elsewhere on this page, prompted 
by the editorial suggestion of The Consti- 
tution that the north Georgia mountain 
counties lose no time in organizing to se- 
cure federal aid in connection with such 
good road expenditure as they are ready to 
guarantee. 

Mr. Dean writes that the north Georgia 
mountain counties have taken the matter 
in hand, and that Rabun, Habersham, Hall 
and Gwinnett counties are already at work 
along the lines suggested by the federal aid 
and state highway commission laws-—-the 
end sought being the establishment of a 
modern, durable, all-round serviceable high- 
way through those counties, across the 
Georgia-North Carolina boundary fine, 
through Rabun Gap, thence past Dillard, 
across the Blue Ridge Highlands to Toxa- 
way, then on through mountain scenery un- 


surpassed this side of the Rockies, to Ashe- 


ville. 

Such a project might seem ambitious. It 
is, but not too much so. It is easily feasible. 
The machinery for bringing it to an actual- 
ity is all supplied, and the only element re- 
quired to bring it into effective action is 
co-operation and the co-ordination of the 
forces awalting call. \ 

On this side of the state line we have 
the Georgia state highway commission, and 
on the other the North Carolina state high- 
way commission, each eager to act and each 
ready at the proper time to co-operate with 
the other. Ready, too, is Uncle Sam, with 
his post road aid fund. Indeed, the govern- 
ment is more than ready—it is anxious—to 
see such a commendable piece of interstate 
highway construction undertaken, because 
the road as projected would form a valuable, 
life-giving artery to the very heart of the 
great Appalachian national park, bought and 
preserved by the federal government because 
of its magnificence of scenic beauty. 

All that these counties need do now is to 
get together, decide definitely on the plan 
upon which they all can unite, then Inform 
the highway commission in black and white 
just what they want and just what can be 
expected of them in the way of taxes set 
aside by each county to further its share of 
the work. 

The highway conmission and the United 
States government will meet them on a 
fifty-fifty basis. What is fairer than that? 

Those counties should, and without need- 
less loss of time, call a meeting of their 
ordinaries and road commissioners, say at 
Gainesyille, and get their plans all whipped 
into shape and co-ordinated, and announce 
to the highway commission that they are 
ready to “talk turkey” and do business. 

The sooner a definite, crganized start is 
made on a project of this kind the legs 
likely the hazard from cooling ardor, and 
this meahs too much to Georgia to waste 
any time over.

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Noted Sociologist Urges State 


School for Mental Defectives 


Alexander Johnson, fleld eecretary of the 
commission on provision for the feeble-mind- 
ed, and a noted worker along sociological 
lines, arrived in Atlanta Friday, and made his 
first address before a gathering of physicians 
and interested persons at 3 o’clock in the aft- 
¢rnoon in the assembly hall of the chamber of 
commerce. 

Mr. Johnson spoke of the great burden of 
the teachers in the public schools of really 
feeble-minded children, and stressed the im- 
portance of providing for them in a proper 
manner. A large portion of his address dealt 
with the responsibility of the state in car- 
ing for the mentally defective, as well as the 
insane, and of the importance of esta®lishing 
& separate schoo] for them, so as to help 
them lead useful and happy lives. 

“There are now fourteen states where 
nothing of that kind has been provided for, 
and Georgia is one of the fourteen,” said Mr. 
Johnson. “They are not able to care for 
themselves. It is a more serious problem 
than caring for the deaf and dumb. These 
usually have good minds. The feeble-mind- 
ed need state help worse than they. An aver- 
age of from 15 to 20 per cent of the prisoners 
are found to be defective, and from one-third 
to one-half of abandoned women are feeble- 
minded.” 

Mr. Johnson said that it was not enough 
to have schools, but that it was necessary 
to care for the feeble-minded permanently. 
They must be sent to school, where they ¢an 
etay permanently, and be trained in useful 
occupations. 

Must Make Provision. 

“It is time for this state to look out for 
the mentally defective,’ said Mr. Johnson. 
“You may,not respond, and you may say that 
it is an unreasonable demand. But, if you 


don’t provide ror them in the right way, you 
will be compelled to provide for thém in the 
wrong way, and the latter is the more ex- 
pensive. [I hope to start something during 
«ny short visit here toward that end.” 

Mr. Johnson spoke of the great necessi- 
ty of properly differentiating between the 
mentally defective and children who are Ve- 
tarded in their school work by some rems6- 
dial physical cause, as imperfect teeth, deaf- 
ness, bad eyesight and other things. 

Mr. Johnson’s address was followed by that 
of Dr. Richard H. Hutchins, superintend- 
ent of the St. Lawrence hospital, of Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y., who represents the national com- 
mittee for mental hygiene. 

Dr. Hutchins said that he wished to sec- 
ond all that Mr. Johnson had said, especially 
from the view of the physician. 

“For the past six or seven months I have 
been making a study of Georgia in regard to 
facilities for caring for the mentally defec- 
tive and the insane,” said Dr. Hutchins, “and 
have spent most of my time at the state Sani- 
tarium at Milledgeville.” 


Conditions at Asylum. 

He spoke of the more than one hundred 
feeble-minded children now at the sanita-~- 
rium, and gave an outline of the manner in 

hich they are taught. 

He spoke of the necessity of caring for 
these mentally defective children, and of the 
necessity of the state’s caring for them in a 
separate school, and expressed the belief that 
ere long there would be a public meeting 
called, and a committee appointed to look 
after forming a society for caring for these 
defective persons, 

Mr. Johnson is a noted social worker of 
broad experience. He is a guest while in At- 
lanta of the Associated Charities, and will 
be present this nrorning at the office confer- 
ence of the Associated Charities workers at 
$:30 o'clock. At 9:45 o’clock he will address 
the general normal of the city school teach- 
ers, and at $ o’clock this evening he will de- 
liver his chief address before the central coun- 
cil of Social Workers of Fulton county, at 
their organizing meeting at the chamber of 
commerce. He will illustrate his address with 
stereopticon views.

Thanks The Constitution 
For Editorial on Tech; 
Urges New Building 


Editor Constitution: As a graduate of the 
Georgia School of Technology I wish to ex- 
press my appreciation for the excellent edi- 
recently published in The Constitu- 
tion with the caption, “Tech’s Good Fortune.” 


} It was a fitting comparison between Boston 


Tech receiving its millions, not only for main- 
tenance but for the erection of a group of the 
most modern buildings for engineering edu- 


| cation and industrial research, and Georgia 
' Tech struggling 


tor adequate maintenance 
and conducting a campaign in Georgia for 
only one-half million dollars to complete the 
new power Station and establish an engineer- 
ing experiment station and research bureau. 

It is a significant fact in this connection 
that Georgia was a state before Massachu- 
setts. Georgia at one time produced more 
manufactured products than Massachusetts, 
but like Michigan, Wisconsin, Pennsyivania, 
New York and other states which have pro- 
gressed so rapidly in manufacturing, Massa- 
chusetts has and continues to pour millions 
into its enginecring institution not only for 
purposes of instruction but also to erect new 
buildings and equip high-grade laboratories 
where engineering and industrial research 
for the benefit of manufacturers can be 
performed. 

Georgia and the south must wake up to 
the unlimited possibilities of manufacturing 
development that can be easily taken advan- 
tage of by properly supporting the institu- 
tion which trains engineers, scientists and 
men capable of directing Inanufacturing es- 
tablishments efficiently, Georgia-and the south 
must go still further. They must be willing 
to equip their best technical college with 
adequate researcn laboratories where young 
men can take graduate and postgraduate 
courses in pure Sciences and research and 
help to work out the salvation of the south’s 
industrial resources. In order to learn ty 
be scientists and research experts and take 
higher degrees, 75 per cent of our young men 
have to go to engineering schools and uni- 
versities in the norih and vest and a very 
large percentage of them do not come back. 
This is fundamentally wrong. 

Accomplish Double End. 

By establishing our engineering experi- 
ment statfons in connection with the leading 
engineering schools we accomplish two vitai- 
ly important things. First,-we train scien- 
tists to do our research work, and scond, we 
develop at home our products and by-prod- 
ucts from our unlimited stores of natural 
resources. This can be accomplished only 
by the concerted efforts of the manufac- 
turers, chambers of commerce and the alumni 
of these institutions in providing the ade- 
quate funds for initiating this kind of wurk. 
After it is started the immeasurable benefits 
become apparent and there is usually little 
difficulty im advancing such work rapidly’ 
after it is once inaugurated. 

Georgia Tech has already made a very en- 
couraging Start in this direction. Over 4 
hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars’ 
worth of valuable machinery has been donated 
by manufacturers in the north to help in eg- 
tablishing such a research laboratory at 
Georgia ‘Tech. This was given upon the con- 
dition that a suitable building be erectea. 
The friends of Georgia Tech in Atlanta, in- 
cluding the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
and prominent manufacturers, made an ex- 
cellent showing by assuming the responsibility 
of raising $100,000 toward the $500,000 to be 
raised in Georgia. ; , 

About $70,000 of this had been secured by 
the campaign committees when the executive 
committee of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce met and decided to appoint a “flying 
squadron” composed of the most influential] 
men of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce to 
secure the remaining $30,000 in a few days. 
Unfortunately, this announcement had no 
sooner been made than there appeared the 
startling news of the Furopean war with its 
tragical effect, postponing temporarily the 
campaign for Greater Georgia Tech. In 
spite of this setback the work has proceeded 
steadily though slowly and the new power 
laboratory building has been practically eom- 


pleted.

Although a little of the machinery has 
been installed the project is now standing 
still waiting for the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce and the manufacturers of Atlanta 
to complete the $100,000 for Atlanta.

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WEEK’S COTTON MARKET 
NERVOUS AND IRREGULAR 


New York, November 3.—The cotton mar- 
ket has been extremely nervous and irregu- 
lar again during the past week. The vol- 
ume of business has diminished and there 
has been less excitement, but fluctuations 
have been extraordinarily rapid and violent, 
and sentiment has evidently been very 
much unsettied. These featues have been 
reflected in the course of January con- 
tracts, which, after selling at 18.34 on last 
Monday morning, or $7.80 per bale under 
the high record of October 25, rallied to 
19.25 on Wednesday, broke again to 18.65 
before the close of that day’s trading, and 
then sold up to 19.09 this morning, closing 
tonight at 18.87. In addition to tnese main 
fluctuations there have been frequent sharp 
4¢0vances and reactions, with each advance 
meeting heavy liquidation, or local seiling, 
while support from one source or another 
has appeared on the declines. 

Firmness in Liverpool has encouraged the 
railies, and there has been heavy buying 
here by houses with Liverpool confections, 
which has heiped to absorb the large offer- 
ings and speculative longs. Private cables 
have attributed the strength abroad to 
further advances in Egyptian cotton, small 
Ofierings from the south, trade cailing and 
covering in a comparatively narrow mar- 
get. Advices from the goods trade haye not 
indicated much change in the situation and 
reports reaching here from the south have 
claimed continued firmness on the part of 
interior holders, with this view colored to 
some extent, in the opinion of local 
traders, by the comparatively small volume 
of hedge selling. On the other hand, how- 
ever, sentiment has been very much dis- 
turbed by renewed nervousness over the 
submarine situation and by the failure of 
reiterations of small crop estimates to in- 
spire a renewal of genera! bull support. 
Three of these private crop estimates have 
been issued, one of them placing the lint 
yield at only 10,500,000 baies, while another 
put it at 11,167,000 and the third was l1I,- 
213,000. The forecasts as to the probable 
showing of the census report next week 
have ranged from about 8,500,000 to 9$,000,- 
000 bales.

Export buyers appeared to be sys- 
tematically holding off during the first 
half of the day. This fact itself con- 
stituted a formidable handicap on the 
bulls, but was taken to be in a meas- 
ure a sequence of further rains which 
were helping to overcome the Argen- 
tina drought. Depression in prices 
here was increaseg by word of a sharp 
drop in quotations at Rosario and by 
notice that liberal purchasing of Cana- 
dian wheat was a feature at Scinneaee- 
lis. It was just when values had 
reached the lowest point of the session 
that signs developed pointing to a re- 
newed disposition on the part of for- 
eign governments to buy both flour 
and wheat. The market inimediately 
began to recover and later scored con- 
Siderable gains when export sales wers 
estimated as high as 2,000,900 bushets. 
Many longs took advantage of the 
rise in’ wheat prices and indulged in 
profit-taking to such an extent that 
the market weakened toward the close 
One of the reasons given for realizing 
by holders was that the entire amount 
of available ocean tonnage was sai@ 
to have been already engaged and 
there was some uncertainty as to a 
steady continuance of fore'gn demand 
at present.

New Orleans, November 3.—A poor 
response to bullish influence was made 
by cotton on this market today, for 
though prices advanced rather strong- 
ly in the early trading to a level 24 
to 26 points above yesterday’s last 
quotations, there was a falling off 
later and in the afternoon the market 
had an easy undertone and closed at 
the lowest, a net rise for the session 
of 2 to 5 points. Liquidation was the 
chief factor ageinst the market. 

The higher opening was stimulated 

by good cables and the report of a 
private bureau estimate of 8,540,000 
bales ginned prior to October 31, which 
was about half ea million bales under 
general expectations. Bpot accounts 
generally were bullish In tone and late 
in the day the trade wae surprised at 
the size of mill takings for the week, 
Hester putting them at 445,000 bales 
against 386,000 the same week last 
year. This sent takings for the sea- 
son above takings up to the same time 
last year, the first time this season 
that such a variation has been record- 
ed.

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T0 KEEP WORLD PEACE 


, Urged by the Congress of the 
League of the Rights 
of Man. 


Paris, November 3.—A lasting inter- 
national peace can be made possible 
only by the foundation of a society of 
nations whose guiding principle shall 
be the settlement of differences by law 
and not by force, declares a resolution 
adopted by the congress of the League 
of Rights of Man, in session here. The 
resolutien, framed and approved after} 
lengthy discussion, says: 

“This society shall be based upon the 
recommendation of the right of nations, 


| 


; the. institution of compulsory arbitra- 
ition applicable to all international con- 


flicts without exception and reserve, and 
upon the organization of international 


forces capable of repressing by appro- 
priate penalties all attempts at revolt 
for aggression. 

| “To insure lasting peace in the fu- 
ture the treaty must not contain germs 
of war or revenge. It shall consecrate 
the right of people to dispose of their 
own destinies and shall not provide for 
the dismemberment of states or an- 
nexations of territory against the will 
of the population. On the contrary It 
shall annul annexations imposed by 
force such as that of Alsace-Lorraine. 

“Tt shall create an economic regime 
under which certain temporary meas- 
ures applied as penalties shall gZuar- 
antee to each people exercise of its le- 
citimate activities without permitting 
the existence of any aggressive organ- 
ization for economic conquest. 

“Justice requires that the future 
peace treaty shall provide penalties 
against the responsible authors of war 
and punishment to those who are ag- 
gressors shall make reparation propor- 
tionate to the enormous damage done; 
and finally a system of guarantees 
which without infringing the principles 
enounced above and notably without 
having recourse to forcible annexation 
(shall safeguard the world against fur- 
ther aggressaton.”’ 

Finally the congress, taking note of 
declarations made by entente statesmen, 
expresses hope that to give the world 
an earnest of their designs the allied 
governments will decide to sub- 
mit all their eventual conflicts to 
arbitration and form a_ federation 
among themselves as the first outline 
of a future society of nations, welcom- 
ing the adhesion thereto of all states, 
small and great, who remained outside 
the struggle who shall bind themselves 
to observe the conditions of the pact 
and guarantee the rights of each Dy 
the forces of all.
